Glenn's Space Capsule Is Expensive Gadget

CAPE CANAVERAL, F la. (A P) 
— When astronaut John H erschel 
Glenn Jr. takes his trip through 
the dark of space he will travel 
capsule class. 
I t’s an expensive way to travel, 
though the q u arters are cram ped. 
His new space ship, built by the 
McDonnell A ircraft Corp. of St. 
Louis, cost $5 million. 
Glenn is scheduled to m ake the 
trip around the world strapped to 
*» special rubber-padded fibreglass 
couch especially contoured to fit 
his 165-pound fram e. 
On his journey the native of 
New Concord, Ohio, will scarcely 
have elbow room since his bell­ 
shaped sky cabin is only six feet 
in diam eter across its base and 
stands nine feet high. 
At lift-off the whole thing will 
weigh 4,200 pounds. As it travels 


along it will jettison equipm ent no 
longer needed and when it is once 
m ore upon the earth, it will weigh 
2,400 pounds. 
Lt. Col. Glenn of the M arine 
Corps is going to be a busy m an. 
His capsule is jam m ed with 164 
instrum ents, lights and switches. 
He will have to keep a sharp eye 
on all of them , even with the aid 


of m irrors strapped to his w rists. 
Ail these gadgets can be operat­ 
ed from the ground or m anually 
by Glenn. 
T here is a 165th switch which 
only Glenn can operate. Until he 
closes th a t particular switch, the 
Atlas booster destined to lift him 
skyw ard 
cannot be lit. This is 
known to the astronauts as the 


“ chicken sw itch.” 
Glenn will be launched into o r­ 
bit with the sm all end of the cap­ 
sule pointed forw ard. Once in o r­ 
bit, Glenn will swing his capsule 
through a 180-degree arc, using 18 
sm all jets loaded with high p res­ 
sure hydrogen peroxide. 
He will also swing his capsule 
around from tim e to tim e, while

CLEVELAND (A P) — A sm all 
group of industrial scientists ani 
technicians w’ho have spent hun­ 
dreds of hours of their own tim e 
in the last four years developing 
a private satellite tracking sta ­ 
tion are ready to tune in on sig­ 
nals from the first A m erican a s­ 
tronaut in orbit 
Using equipm ent they designed 
and put together them selves, the 
group has had considerable suc­ 
cess pulling in signals from space. 
They have good records of the 
voice of R ussian astronaut Y uri 
G agarin and one from a U. S. 
capsule 
which 
broadcast 
taped 
transm issions 
while

chipanzee last Nov. 29. 
Now they hope to add a record­ 
ing of the voice of Lt. Col. John 
II. Glenn J r., the U. S. A stronaut 
scheduled to ride a satellite on an 
orbital flight this week. 
Dr. A. L. Jones, supervisor of 
basic research at the S tandard Oil 
Co. of Ohio, which has furnished 
the satellite track ers with lab o ra­ 
tory space, believes the station’s 
tap es of G agarin’s historic flight 
m ay be the best in existence. He 
said his opinion was confirm ed by 
listening to a recording la ter re­ 
leased by Moscow for a television 
program seen in this country. 
W hat pleases Dr. Jones as m uch 
as anything is the w’ay the dozen 
m em bers of the group, contribut­ 
ing talents in various f i e l d s , put 
together som e highly 
specialized 
equipm ent at a fraction of w hat 
it w’ould cost a governm ent agency 
to buy tile sam e equipm ent.

Prof. Charles A. Ferguson, director of the 
Center for Applied Linguistics in Wash­ 
ington, D. C., believes the time is righbto 
promote the English language as never be­ 
fore. 
Speaking of an enormous and growing 
demand for English in South America, Af­ 
rica and Asia, Ferguson contends this 
craving should be satisfied by as rn u c Ii 
English language teaching in new and de­ 
veloping lands as possible. 
The newly independent nations must ac­ 
celerate their rate of national develop­ 
ment., To do that, they need access to 
technical and scientific knowledge which 
the West can provide. The best approach 


to that knowledge is through the English 
language. 
Rapid gains in English could do much to 
reduce turmoil in the multilingual lands of 
Africa and Asia. A common language for 
education, government administration and 
business communication is badly needed. 
The favorable position of English is 
shown in the fact that some nations, not­ 
ably India, tried to downgrade that ton­ 
gue after winning independence. They are 
now reconsidering, recognizing that Eng­ 
lish as a gateway to Western methods is 
indispensable. 
The Russian and Chinese tongues have 
small entrenchment outside those count­ 
ries. So the West has an important start­ 
ing advantage in promoting English.

Everbodv w ho can read is an ex I 
pert about something: whoever can 
write regards himself as an out­ 
standing authority. In fact, when 
it comes to Russia and Commun­ 
ism, the experts and authorities 
grow so numerous that one wond­ 
ers whether there is any literate 
person who did not ghost-write for 
Lenin and Stalin! 
However, there are a few who do 
know what they are talking about. 
They have a long background; they 
can read in languages other than 
English; they have a clear know­ 
ledge of terminology; they are of 
sufficient stature not to be inelin- j 
ed to bluff. Among those W’hose 
judgement as well as knowledge 
is to be relied upon is Eugene Ly­ 
ons, a senior editor of the “ Read­ 
er’s Digest.” Such a movement 
as Communism has much to do 
with w’ords and ideas and Lyons 
has had at least 40 years of inti­ 
mate knowledge 
of 
this 
move­ 
ment both in Russia and the Unit­ 
ed S t a t e d. He has never b e e n 
tempted to opportunism. 
The new-comer to a world-wide 
revolutionary movement 
is 
usu­ 
ally astounded by w’hat, he f i n d s 
and having a naive background be­ 
comes absorbed by e m o t i o n ­ 
alism. The Communist movement 
has not conquered so large a part 
of the Earth without a purpose, a 
plan, a method of operation. Ex­ 
citement is no answer. What is re­ 
quired is cold study of problems. 
Those who rush into efforts, with 
out knowledge or background but 
with enthusiasm and excitement, 
usually are so ridiculous that they 
assist the Communists and their 
allies to make headway. 
Eugene Lyons has written an art­ 
icle for the “New 
Guard.” 
the 
publication of the “Young Ameri­ 
cans for Freedon” on the subject 
of “Anti-Commun;sm and the Rad­ 
ical Right” which 
is 
thoughtful 
and significant and whicn -:epara 
tes his expert thinking from the 
nonsense of those who raise huge 
sums of m o n e y to fight Com­ 
munism without knowing what it is 
and how it is to be fought. Lyons 
cites an example of the absurdit­ 
ies that develop among those who 
speak withom study: 
“ Recently I heard a local lou is­ 
iana 
politician, on TV. 
inveigh 
against integration by Federal ed 
ict. Right or wrong, that wras his 
privilege. But when he went on to 
denounce the whole business as a 
Moscow-engineered plot, he was 
inducing in crude and dangerous 
demagoguery. The fact that the 
communists seek to exploi any dif­ 
ficulties in free countries, includ­ 
ing racial conflicts, does not make 
them the authors of every crisis.” 
The “ Extreme 
Right” 
is, 
of 
course, necessarily anti - Commu 
nist. It may also be serving some 
cause which could be subversive. 
It is necessary to analyze purpos­ 
es and statements. When for in­ 
stance, it is discovered that the 
language of a Rightist organizat­ 
ion is anti Semitic, or anti-Negro 
or anti labor union it is necessary 
to discover which is the motivat­ 
ing force, opposition to Commu 
nism or opposition to something 
else. And it must bo discovered 
whether this is an idealistic cause 
or 
a 
money rnakng proposition 
Those who accept money from 
one group to give the impression 
that they aver anothfer cause are 
wreckers who cannot be trusted 
and should be exposed, 
Lyons says: 
Conservatism i n c l u d e s anti­ 
communism, but anti communism 
decidedly does not include conser­ 
vatism. It’s in a difercnt frame 
of reference. Our p u r p o s e , it 
seems, to me, should be to enlist

all genuine enemies of commun­ 
ism in the common cause, however 
they may disagree on other mat­ 
ters.” 
But no movement 
can 
accept 
those who join a cause for no oth­ 
er purpose than to earn a living 
thereby. It was a trick of tile com­ 
munists in the 1930’s to get jobs 
for those who wore willing to as­ 
sociate with them. John Garfield 
once told me that the first stop on 
the ladder of success for him in 
Hollywood was to be invited to din­ 
ner by Charlie Chaplin. But that 
ought not to be enough. One ought 
to believe sincerely in a creed or 
oppose it sincerely and the first 
evidence of sincerity is the effort 
to be knowledgeable.

It has been proven that when 
disaster strikes, human beings 
act differently — many f e e l 
helpless, a few panic, but most 
people will be cooperative. Ex­ 
perience has shown that plan­ 
ning, preparation, and informa­ 
tion clearly increase the extent 
of cooperation and constructive 
behavior following a disaster. 
All should realize that a simple 
basic preparedness program could 
mean the difference between life 
and death and loss of homes and 
p r o p e r t y . Home preparedness 
training can be within the reach of 
all families if they but realize that 
there is defense aganst m ajor dis­ 
asters.
